‘BOOM IN SHARES? 


A Good Time Ahead for. 
Local Speculators. 


CHINA PROVIDENTS, 


For the past week rumours 


have been rife of an impending 


boom in the local share market, 


and, although it may not rival 
that described by a correspon: 
dent in the Ching Mail.as “the 
debacle of 1926," the shares of 
certain concerns, namely, 
Cements, Hong Kong, Lands, 
China Light, and China Pro- 
vidents, are expected to soar to 
‘very high figures, In regard to 
China Providents, brokers’ re- 
ports of late have stated that 
these shares are steady and con- 
tinue to interest speculators. 
There is every indication, how- 
ever, that the new issue of China 
Providents, which is now selling 
at the low price of $2.60, is about 
to undergo an interesting move. 
ment in the near future. The 
business of the China Provident, 
Loan and Mortgage Co., of which 
the Hon. Sir Robert Ho Tung, 
C.M.G., is Chairman of Directors, 
has been increasing of late, and 
the whispers that a larger share 
of trade with China may fall tho 
way of this Company very short- 
ly, are not entirely to be dis- 
regarded. These rumours have 
had the effect of hardening prices, 
and whereas these shares could 
be picked up two days ‘ago at 
$2.65 a share, they are now dif- 
ficult to obtain. under $2.70. 
They may even rise to $8 within 
the next few days. It would be 
hard to obtain. many 
which appear to bo so attractive 
at a low price, certain amounts 
of which are definitely on offer, 
and which are confidently expect. 
ed to yield exceptionally high re- 
turns.

The following Proposed new rule 
(110n) was posted in the London

A seller cannot demand paymont 
agulnst delivery before the date 
fixed by the contract, but subject to 
the other provisions of these rulea 
he may do go at any Inter date de- 
fore the security has been bought 
in, and time shall not be of the 
cagence of the bargain. 

The proposed new rule docs not 
Involve any change in principle, and 
slmply puts into the book of rules 
what has been the usage and custem 
tor years. Tho object underlying 
the rule is to compel‘a purchaser to 
take atock at any date if ho hns not 
bought it.in; in other words, to 
give protection aogainat mombera 
who ropudinte a contract. Cases of 
repudiation only ‘occur “ when the 
securities purchased have fallon;

the .purchaser an option for

A purchaser can -Inatruct his 
broker té buy In registered sccuri- 
tles of tho tenth day aftor the ac.

Pen-namea are adopted by au- 
thora, particularly when they first 
vat Into print, for many reasons, 
and Pen-Names and Personalities 
ia n hook written by Annié Russel 
Marble and published by Appleton. 
The following examples of pon- 
names are quoted In the New York 
Herald-Tribune.

As to the reason why authors 
hide their light under n bushel, the 
fabawing reflections are, offered by 
Isnbel Patterson, writing in the 
New.

“The assumed names are seldom 


any more euphoniqua,, or dis- 
tlngulshed than the real ones, But 
there are sovernl reasons to which 
an honest searching of the memory 
gives casy clues. One's own 
name can hardly seem other than 
commonplace to the point of 
tedium, One has heard {t ao often 
—too often,, In childhood, when 
it was a call to duty, or perhaps 
portentously uttered «as the pre- 
lude to worae things. 

“And most of us have o sup. 
preased yearning to be somebody 
else. Not any particular person 
—there fs no ono we would trade 
with outright, personality and all, 
even for the moat manifest ond 
numerous advantages.

They are black in 
colour, about six to ten inches in 
length, and are one and a half in- 
ches in diameter. Amongst tho 
many  peculfarities that this 
creature possesses rT.) that 
tho rosplratory organs inatead 
of being attached to the alimen- 
tary canal near the mouth as the 
lungs in man, are outgrowths from 
the other dnd. 

The animal appears dofonceless 
but this is not-tho case. If attack: 
ed by a crab {t contracta tho cir- 
cular muscles which surround its 
body and thus subjects its own in- 
sides to a tromendous pressure. 
In consequence tho end of the 
body ruptures and amongst othor. 
organs aro shat out the respiratory 
trees. These aro coated with a 
mucilage which in contact with, the 
sea water becomes -Nke sticky 
rubber solution and finally: sets 
atiff. Tho crab entangled in the 
threads [3 {neapable of further 
activity for many hours. 


At o bathing plenfe some little 
time ago T amused myself by bomb-

Only 
in Hong - Kong is: this possible, 
because -the public, it has been 
found from past experience, be- 
have like fambs and bow their 
heads to every whim of offtcial- 
dom and necept them as the in- 
evitable. Thus a -good bit of 
money whieh should: have, been 
more usefully employed, has been 
spent .in making — so-called m- 
provements in the Police Depart- 
ment, and no one-has said uany- 
thing about the-waste of moncy. 

That it is waste of money [ 
shall proceed to show. For more 
years than I care to remember, 
when times were prosperous ; nd 
a few dollars Here or there did 
hot make mych of a difference, 
the Inspector-Genecral of Police 
and his Deputy were content to 
have. ordinary glass in the win- 
dows of their offices’ at Potice 
Headquarters, But in this lean 
year, 1930, they have suddenly 
developed —self-conscinusiess= to 
the extend of feeling shy at being 
gazed at in thet’ oflices: by.-pas- 
kera-by in the corridore, and find 
it absolutely necessary to spend 
some useful dollvre in. replacing

“Then, take a look at the Water 
Police Station, which is the Police 
Headquerters for the mainland, 
There is a Deputy and an Assiste 
ant Superintendent in “office’” in 
this station, and. up to recently 
they could occupy © vommon 
room, but now it has. been found 
to be below their dignity to do 
so, nnd more useful dollara are 
being spent in this lean year,

So much for the, waste of 
money. Now we come to the 
pore where, money can be saved 
by doing dway with some unneces- 
sary causes for.the spending of 
good money which had obtained 
in the Pelice Department for so 
many yenra that they have come 
to be regarded as “olo custom,” 
but which can be abolished these 
hard times without affecting the 
eMlciency of the Force. -I refor to 
the numerous forms svhich police- 
men havo - to fill, and the many 
books which they haye to sign; 
which nre shelved and forgotten 
all about even before the ink on 
them had properly dried. Tha most 
unnecessary of these are the 
books whith are placed at various 
points in the Police districts. 
. 


A European policeman “doing” 
one of these districts has to visit 
every one of this points and sign 
the books. Onge a day a Polilce 
Traffic man wastes petrol by driv- 
ing round the districts to collect 
these books and replace them 
with others; The books are taken 
to an officer of “high rank 
who wastes ink __ initialling 
each .entry’ in’ the books 
and then piles them by to be taken 
out by the Traffic man the next 
day, Thus the merry game goes 
on.day in and day out—until the 
books are filled when they go on 
a shelf and there collect dust un- 
til they fall to pieces with age, 
and new ones are supplicd. 

* * * 
The Obvious Course. 

The only point that I can see 
against the discontinuance of this 
“olo custom” is that it would be 
hard to find some thing else for 
the aforesaid officer of high rank 
to do, but these are times when 
sentiment. cannot be considered. 
J don’t know who this officer of 
high rank is, but judge that he 
must be a man of many years? 
service to secure such a “cushy” 
fob. Well, the obvious thing to 
do {8 to pension him off. 

From the above it will no doubt 
be gathered that it.is my opinion 
that there are too many high 
officers in our Police Force 
and there is not enough 
work to go round.

COPPER OUTPUT.
